I understand  some  test  data  is 
available  but  EPA  hasn't  released  it  to  the  public,  though  evidently  it's  been  released  to  media  and 
government  entities  that  are  summarizing  it  for  nonscientsists  in  very  general  form.  As  a scientist,  I'd  like 
to  see  the  original  data.  An  online  TV  report  actually  has  a link  to  an  early  EPA  testing  document,  and  a 
High  Country  News  article  contains  one  diagram  from  that  document.  More  than  a week  after  the  initial 
release,  EPA  should  be  posting  the  data  on  its  website  as  it  becomes  available. 

Please  log  this  message  and  my  earlier  ones  as  complaints  about  EPA  transparency.  I realize  that  EPA 
is  responding  to  many  facets  of  the  problem  but  posting  a document  on  your  website  should  be  easy.
